Is VICTIM OF PNEUMONIA. 


One of the Party’s Foremost Rep- 
resentatives Before the 
Split Came on Free 
Silver. 


Erskine M. Phelps, founder of the Iroquois 
club, friend and adviser of Grover Clevéland, 
and until) the secession of the “* Gold Demo- 
erate’ from the party one of the foremost 
Democrats of the country, died last midnight 
at his residence, 1703 Indiana avenue. He 
was Tl years old. He was founder of the 
shoe house of Phelps, Dodge & Palmer. 

Bronchial pneumonia was the cause of 
death. He is survived only by his widow, 
Anna Wilder Phelps. Funeral arrangements 
will be announced later. The only detail 
planned this morning was thet interment 
should be eat his birthplace, Stonington, 
Conn. 


Prominent in Public Life. 

Mr. Phelps had lived in retirement for sev- 
eral years, but to the Chicagoan of two 
decades ago his name meant everything that 
was connected with the vigorous life of the 
city. 

He was born In Stonington, Conn., and came 
to Chicago in 1804. He entered the boot and 
shoe business here and built up the house of 
Phelps, Dodge & Palmer, of which he was the 
senior member. After a succeseful business 
career he practically went out of active busi- 
ness life in October, 1889, keeping only e 
supervisory interest in the house and so ar- 
ranging matters that the older employés 
should enjoy most of the profits. 

Although known for years as one of Chi- 
cago’s leading merchants, it was through his 
connection with politics he will be remem- 
bered longest. 

Never an Office Seeker. 

He served at one time as chairman of his 
party’s state committee, and at another as 
member of the national committee. He was 
never, however, a seeker for office, although 
in 1884 he wag one of the men talked of for 
a United States senatorship. 

Mr. Phelps always had been an enthusiae- 
tic Democrat and in 1881 he formed the Iro- 
quois club as a social organization composed 
of Democrats, just as the Union League club 
at that time was composed of Republicans. 
He wae elected president of the ? 
tion and held the office for i iegiiber o 
years. 

In 1883 he and other members of the club 
determined to give a banquet under the aus- 
pices of the club, at which the doctrine of a 
low tariff, then first agitated by the Demo- 
crats, should be exploited. Mr. Phelps him- 
self was always a firm advocate ofa low tariff 
and he entered into the work of organizing 
this banquet with great enthusiasm. It was 
the first big political banquet ever given in 
Chicago and the precursor of the regular an- 
nual ones for many years given by the Iro- 
quois club. 


Aids Low Tariff Movement. 

The banquet was a success. Such Demo- 
crate as Senator Bayard, Thomes A. Hen- 
dricks, and others were present, and it prac- 
tically set the movement in favor of a low 
tariff! going in the weet. The sensational 
feature of it was the closing speech, delivered 
by Mayor Carter H. Harrison, the elder, who 
avowed himself a protectionist and declared 
a low tariff a humbug. He broke up the 
meeting in confusion. 

The result, however, was to bring Mr. 
Phelps into prominence politicaty and soon 
afterwards he and other Democrats like Pot- 
ter Palmer went to Washington and secured 
the Democratic convention of 1884 for Chi- 
cago. They succeeded by making an alliance 
with New York that if one could not get it 
the other should, and guaranteeing the money 
necessary for properly holding it. At that 
time Mr. Phelps was a strong Tilden man, 
but a visit he and John Kelly paid to Mr. 
Tilden convinced him the latter was not in 
physical health to be nominated, and he re- 
turned to Chicago advocating the cause of 
Grover Cleveland, then governor of New 
York. 


Chosen Adviser by Cleveland. 

Mr. Cleveland was nominated mainly on ac- 
count of the Illinois votes which came to 
him when Ben Butler and John Kelly tried to 
stampede the convention to Hendricks, and 
afterwards showed his gratitude by remem- 
bering the Illinolsans and Chicagoans who 
had been his friends in the convention. : 

Mr. Phelps was picked out by President 
Cleveland as his personal representative in 
Chicago, and his advice was heeded when- 
ever offices were to be distrfbuted. It wason 
his recommendation that Lambert Tree was 
sent as minister to Belgium and Gen. Win- 
ston to Persia: At hie request President 
Cleveland appointed Melville W. Fuller chief 
justice of the United States. 

Mr. Phelps served on the national commit- 
tee for four years and in 1892 made up his 


mind he had had enough of politics and made.

The police say it is apparent that Keaney 
came to Chicago for the express purpose of 
taking his life. He registered at the hotel 
under the name of “‘ J. Austin, Philadelphia.’’ 
He had carefully erased all laundry marks 
from the linen found in a bag In his room 
and had even cut the buttons which contained 


‘the name of the maker off his clothes. Tail- 


or’s marks were also cut off his coat, and 
only the one in his trousers was overlookeé 
Another means of identification which the 
suicide hed not thought of came to the hotel 
during the day. This was the return caré 
for his letter to his friend Cheney, which 
Keaney had registered. The return card was 
left at the Congress after the body had been 
found. The address of the sender was indi- 
cated as “J. Austin, Congress hotel.” 


Boys Discover Body. 

Keaney’s body was discovered by two boys, 
Edward Sramek, 1884 South May street, and 
Jerry Stepanek, 2020 Washtenaw avenue, 
They found the man’s head on his hat and the 
small pearl handled revolver with which he 
had shot himself in the head still half 
clutched In his right hand by his side. 

The coroner’s jury which was impaneled at 
Roiston’s undertaking rooms, 370 Wabash 
avenue, where the body was taken, returned 
a verdict of suicide. The only evidence heard 
was that of Congress hotel employés and the 
two boys who discovered.the body. The 
police found nothing in the dead man’s cloth- 
ing except a key to his hotel room marked 
“C, H.—E. 9.” 

; rah of Keaney’s room at the hotel 
disclosed only a suitcase which contained 
two collars, two suits of pajamas, a Chicago 
street guide, and a pair of scissors. All iden- 
tification marke had been obliterated on’ the 
suitcase and contents.

street. 
Kimono on the Body. 

The clothing om the body consisted of a 
kimono, @ suit of underwear, and black 
stockings. As soon as Capt. Rehm was given 
a description of the woman he compared it 
with the one which had been sent out to all 
police stations at the time of Miss Berndt’s 
disappearance. 

Then he sent a policeman to the home of 
D. U. Roper, 465 Deming street, a friend of 
the woman, and at whose home she had been 
living. Mr. Roper’s wife became hysterical] 
as soon as she was told of the finding of the 
body and hen husband refused to allow her 
to accompany him to the undertaker’s. 

Although he had known Miss Berndt for 
many years Mr. Roper“was unable to make 
@ positive identification, because of-the con- 
dition of the body, but he cut pieces from her 
garments and took them to his home, where 
Mrs. Roper and a servant recognized them. 
Both had’ assisted in dressing Miss Berndt 
when she was removed to tne hospital. 


Had Threatened to End Life. 
Miss Berendt had been at the hospital for 


several weeks and according to her nurses 
she had frequently threatened to end her

For the higher grades there will be excur- 
sions to truck farms, gardening on vacant 
lots, the making of cheese and butter, the 
growth and care of vegetables and cereals, 
visits to the fish markets, study of soile and 
harvest labors, textile fibers, the processes 
of fermentation, picking, and cold storage. 
The final grade wil) include studies of elec- 
tricity and natural phenomena. 

The study of bird Hfe was urged by Prin- 
cipal A. L. Stevenson of the Lincoln school, 

“There are a hundred things of less im- 
portance in this cours of study than the 
study Of birds,”’ he said. 


Mrs. Young Gives Approval. 

* The course should be most successful and 
most instructive,” said Mrs. Young. “ It ie 
in line with the idea of teaching children the 
things they are most interested In, the'things 
that they come in contact with In daily life.

- For a time it looked as if the star thet had 
Tisen to such brilliant effulgence was about 
to sink as suddenly into black night. The 
events which began the parliamentary ses- 
sion were not calculated to restore his pres- 
tige. The cabinet was in a state of painful 
indecision and all the forces which Lioyd- 
George had succeéded in conquering by his 
budget turned and ranged themselves against 

him. The budget became the battleground 
between not only the Irish party and the min- 
istry, but between the different sections of 
the ministry iteelf. For weeks the fate of the 
budget lay trembling in the balance, and with 

‘the defeat of the budget it was asserted that 
there was an end to Licyd-George for the 
moment. 7 

The situation for him became further com- 
plicated over the veto question. Lioyd- 
George, as might be expected, was for prompt 
and @aring action Fu: another ecction was 
déep in a scheme {o propose the reform of 
the house of lords—a big and democratic re- 
form, it is true, but a proposal which wouid 
divide the Liberal ranks and postpone any- 
thing like a real and successful fight with 
the lords for another generation. 

Leader Between Two Fires. 

Lioyd-George thus was thrown between 
two fires, between the Irish on the one side, 
pleading for a courageous campaign against 
the lords, and the Whig section of the cab- 
inet, pleading for their ridiculous and jnop- 
portune reform scheme. 

Several times during the course of the 
negotiations he and the Irish leaders thought 
all was lost, that the two democracies were 
about to be sundered with the universal 
crash of all hopes of either for our time. 
It is no wonder that Lioyd-George steadily 
got thinner, paler, more lined, and that in 
- the end he had to carry one of his arms in 
a sling—neuritis had attacked him ae an 
indication of the overstrain on his strength 
and nerve. And meantime his enemies were 
busy “ bearing” Lloyd-George stock. 

Then unexpectedly one day in the cabinet 
the whole situation was transformed with 
the suddenness of an earthquake, The long 
hesitations were over; Asquith was able to 
carry the policy which he laidé down in the Al- 
bert hall speech—Asquith and Lioyd-George 
-have been extraordinarily united in this 
fight—and the momentous declaration was 
agreed upon which sounds the death knell 
of the peers. The news was given to the 
house of commons the next day. The Irish 
at once hailed the declaration as the realiza- 
tion of the policy for which they had been 
fighting, and the situation cleared with the 
Liberals, the Labor men, and the Irish joinea 
together in solid and enthusastic ranks for 
the great fight which now is exciting Eng- 
land. 

Budget Does Not End Labor. 

" When the final stage of the budget was 
going through the house everybody again

they were all remarkable for knowledge and 
sound sense, as well as for eloquent delivery. 
Although the addresses were submitted for 
official approval to the representatives of 
the colonia! office and to the responsible mem- 
bers of his staff, they were in every essen- 
tial the speeches of the prince himself. 

His best remembered speech is the one he 
delivered on his return from the tour of the 
empire which he and Queen Mary made i= 
1901, the * Wake Up, England’’ speech at 
the Guildhall. His ‘words astonished the 
country and made it awere that its future 
sovereign was a keen observerand critic who 

realiged thé need for constant effort toward 
progress. He said: 

“To the distinguished representatives of 
the commercial interests of the empire whom 
I have the pleasure of seeing today I venture 
to allude to the impression which seemed 
generally to prevail among the . brethren 
across the seas that the old country must 
wake up if she intends to maintain her old 
position. of pre@éminence in her colonial trade 
against foreign competitors.” 


Newspapers Get Copies. 

Private secretaries play a connsiderable 
part in the composition of the speeches of 
most royal personages, but the private secre- 
tary of King George, or the Prince of Wales, 
as he was then, knew nothing about the 
famous ‘‘ Wake Up,. England!” speech until 
he h it in the Guildhall. 

Technically, royal speeches delivered at 
state dinners at Buckingham palace are cir- 
culated through the medium of the Court 
Cireular. In practice copies of the speech 
are handed at the palace to the representa- 
tives of four or five of the big news agencies. 
Newspaper reporters are not admitted to 
state banquets, and they have before now 
been reduced to the necessity of piecing to- 
gether a royal speech from the somewhat 
vague recollections of a friendly guest at 
the palace. This resulted not so long ago in 
the appearance of at least three versions 
of an important royal speech and in much 
annoyance at the palace. 

King Edward was particular with regard 
to his own speeches and would not allow the 
newspapers to be supplied with copies of 
them in advance. They had to wait not only 
until he had finished his speech; but until 
he had had leisure to go through the type- 
written copies and make any slight altera- 
tion in the form of it as really delivered 
by him. 


Pictures Increase in Value. 

Some extraordinary fluctuations in the 
prices of pictures were shown at the sale by 
auction at Christie's of the collection of Oc- 
tavius Coope, a wealthy London brewer. Jan 
Steen’s “Sick Lady,’ a panel sixteen and 
one-half by fourteen and one-half inches, 
was sold for $16,250,-a record for a Steen at 
auction, and yet in 1851, when Steens were 
cheap, it was bought at the Theobald sale for 
only $280. 

Another big advance in price was shown 
in the case of Reynolds’ “ Perdita.”” This 
picture was sold for $27,500, whereas Mr. 
Coope paid only $1,250 for it at the Novar 
sale in 1860. In the Thomond sale, 1821, it 
was described simply ae a “* Lady with Hat 
and Feathers,’ with a hint that it was unfin- 
ished. It was then sold for $150. 

A Constable, “‘ The Vicarage.'’ bought for 
$180 in 1847, was solid for $3,500; Lorenzo di 
Credi's “ Madonna and Child,” bought for 
$1,550 in 1874, was sold for $3,900. “ Village 
Surgeon,” by D. Teniers, bought for $375 in 

1846, was sold for $2,375, and * La Charette 
Embourbée,"’ by P. Wouvermans, bought for 
$1,450 in 1849, was sold for $4,500. 

Thus six works, for which Mr. Coope paid 
some $4,500, realized nearly $58,000. On the 
other hand, many of the pictures sold showed 
a big decline. 

Mark Twain on London Hotel. 


In the summer of 1900, on his return from 
his lecture tour around the world, Mark 
Twain stayed in London for a few weeks. 
He put up at a well known hotel frequented 
by Americans in the Piccadilly district, and 
it was not long before the humorist acquired 
what he described as ‘‘ London private hotel 
lumbago.’" An autograph manuscript has 
just been unearthed in which he expressed 
his impressions of London private hotels in 
the following characteristic strain’

MADRID, May 21.—Queen Victoria was de- 
livered of an infant son, stillborn, at 4 o'clock 
this morning. The unhappy outcome is at- 
tributed to a premature accouchement, 
which, however, was otherwise natural. The 
body will be buried without ceremony in the 
royal pantheon of the Escurlal monastery. 

When told of her loss the mother wept bit- 
terly. King Alfonso is still in London, where 
he attended the funeral of the queen's uncle, 
King Edward, 

The last few weeks bad been most trying 
for her majesty. Early in the present month 
the approach of the confinement was noted 
by the royal physicians, and twice during the 
days that followed the officials of the court 
were summoned under the impression that 
the birth was [mminent. While this staté of 
doubt. existed his majesty was obliged to go 
to London for the royal obsequies. * 

According to custom, Premier Canalejas 
y Mendes bore the body to a room adjoining 
the queen's chamber for the official inepec- 
tion by the members of the royai family and 
court functionaries who had been waiting 
there. ! 

The present is the first Instance of a still- 
birth in the Spanish royal family, although a 
child of Queen Isabella Il. lived only long 
enough to receive the lustral] water.

Then it was’ gradually 
noised through the crowd that the time of 
departure of the Catania train had been 
| hasees from’ 6 to 8 o'clock. 
’ With the first 107 of the 151 miles from 
Palermo to Catania, you are already familiar. 
for I again passed through Termini, 
south through thé province of Caltanisetta 
to the station of Vaiguarnera. From here 
to Catania, the country improves in agri- 
cultural possibilities. 


Soil Rich Near Catania, 

We are at last in a real valley which grows 
wider, richer, and more beautiful we 
approach the sea. But it is only when we 
draw close to Catania that the soll in its 
richness bears comparison with the soll of 
Illinois. Beyond Talguarnera it ig yellowish, 
thickly strewn with bebbles and water worn 
bowlders. From the division of the land and 
the character of the cultivation, it ig evident 
that the land is owned in great estates. A)- 
though the hills récede farther and farther 
from the valley, the towns recede with them, 
all being far distant, high up on top of the 
hills. We pass a few almond orchards and 
strawstacks, but no haystacks or herds of 
cattle. Fields of horse beans are more com- 
mon than wheat fields. 
~ Finally we are opposite Mount Etna, its 
slopes thickly peopled with towns and the 
whole territory, except the lava fields, under 
cultivation. Near Catania we enter a broad, 
rolling plain, twenty to thirty miles wide, 
the broadest I have seen. Here wé come to 
real farm houses, some cattle, and a bunch 
of fifty pigs. We enter Catania over a road 
a In and a tunnel through a great lava 

ow. 

At Catania, we change cars and start for 
the thirty-five mile journey to Augusta, the 
first large town in the north of the province 
of Syracuse. For more than half the jour- 
ney we are in the rich plain of Catania, 
praised by Cicefo as the richest fh Sicily, and 
still its greatest granary. Then we follow 
the southern edge of the Gulf of Catania and 
come to great tile covered salt piles found 
on both sides of Augusta.

| LONDON, May 21.—There is much gossip 
in some quarters anent the great ambition 


rin to act as peacemaker between Ger- 
‘many and Great Britain. 

The ex-president, according to the current 
version of the story, conceived the idea be- 
fore he left America. He planned to-use his 
utmost efforts in Berlin to induce the kaiser 
to consent to a practical peace agreement 
with England. This accomplished, he hoped 
to persuade King Edward, when he reached 
London, to do his part in bringing about @ 
grand reconciliation. 

The death of King Hdward before the 
colonel reached Berlin did not destroy the 


it removed the element of personal prejudice 
or antipathy in the emperor's mind. 


Keiser Declines to Talk. 

The result was disappointing, however. 
Mr. Roosevelt found the kaiser the personi- 
fication of frankness and cordialty on near- 
ly all subjects, but he refused to be drawn 
into a discussion of the Anglo-German rela- 
tions. Deep chagrin and disappointment are 
credited to the distinguished American over 
the failure of his unofficial mission,

‘a slaughtering expedition,’ as has been 
described by some correspondents.

Another asked for “ just enough leopard 
skins to make a coat,”’ and would no doubt 
accept enough for a suit if leopard skins were 
desirable as ordinary wear for the nether 
extremities.

ROLLINS LOSES CITIZENSHIP 
BY ATTEMPT AT SMUGGLING? 


Conviction of Former New Hampshire 
Governor Destroys His Right to Con- 
test for Any Public Office. 


at 


New York, May 21.—[Special.)—According 
to a statement made by the authorities to- 
day ex-Goy. Frank West. Rollins of New 
Hampshire, by reason of bis conviction for 
attempted smuggling, has lost his citizen- 
ship and also the right to ever again hold 
public office. 

Under the federal laws any person who is 
convicted of a crime which may carry with 
it a sentence of more than one year's im- 
prisonment loses his citizenship. The crime 
for which ex-Gov. Rollins was convicted 
carried with it an extreme penilty of two 
years in prison or a $5,000 fine or both, 

Rollins was fined $2,000 by Judge Hand for 
trying to smuggle in wearing apparel belong- 
ing to his wife and son upon his return from 
Europe recently. The. fine was paid by Rol- 
lins.

Little Study in Comparison 


in Revival of Old Favorite. 
. By George Henry Payne. pe 


New York.—(Special Correspondence.)— With the proposed “ a]]- star ™ cast of the 
“ Mikado” pulling each other's hair out and the management of the “ all star” ¢ag® 5 
ot “ Ceate” decrying such revivals, we turn gently to the latest endeavor im this ling, 


*Jim-the Penman,” Which, under the management of William A. Brady, is appeat 

ing at the Lyric theater. It is a characteristic of most of these “all star” affairs ~ 
that the play pfoduced is of little interest except to some reminiscent manager who 
combines'in the revival business and sentiment. Sometimes it is the actor who recalls 
some now forgotten favorite, and, seeing himself in the réle, grasps at the opportunity | 


of making history by a comparison. 

“Jim the Penman” comes within the range of a great many of us. It was first 
produced in this city in 1886'at the Madison Square theater, and even those of us whe 
were quite young then remember the furore and bave more or less distinct memories 
of the play itself. It was quite an exciting thing then—producing a sensation about 
equivalent to that of “ Raffies""\ and “Sherlock Holmes,” and being of about equal 
value. It is good’nelodrama in its way, but melodrama is, like farce and like musical 
comedy, something that must appeal primarily to the people of its dwn time. 

The first melodramas—those of Pyat and Luchet and of the more distinguished 
and versatile Pixerecourt, could not be less applicable to this generation than Sie 
Charlies Young’s “Jim the Penman,” which has been revived by that combative d@ 
fendant of the American dramatic uplift, William Brady, affectionately known to his 
intimates as “ Bill.””. A few melodramas there have been that have retained a grip on 
the public, but this is not so much because of the melodramatic quality, but in spite 
of it; more because of the truth and frequently the obviousness of the lesson that is 
inculcated and the general understanding and appréciation of the main characters. 
* Jim the Penman,” however, has none’of this.. .It is just. a good detective story lack+ 
ing in characterization, though the characters are not maladroit in their expression. 

il : 

It is quite possible that there are many people interested in the theater wha do 
not recall the exciting story of Jim the Penman, known to his aristocratic friends and 
family as James Ralston. He is a villain among villains when one comes to think it 
over, but he certainly was an interesting person in the days when he first appeared in 
the Madison Square theater and Fred Robinson played the part. No one suspects 
what a real villain he is except Redwood the detective, who, I distinctly remember, 
fulfilled my heart’s desire as to what a detective should be. 

Jim the Penman has become a notorious character by his wonderful 
ship, but not even Ralston’s wife knows that it is her own husband who has this 
ability, that it was he who was the cause of the misunderstanding between her and 
the man she really loved, he who ruined thé man she loved with this same fatally 
facile pen, but more and more and more. Jim is approaching @ time of life when he 
would give up his various exploits, but the proposed ‘ast. job, when he is to steal 
the jewels from his son-in-law to be, proyes,his undoing.

“entirely relegated to invalids and elderly people. 
‘Coachmen, whose majestic, miens were as well known as the 
face of the smiling policeman at the south end of Rush sfreet 
, Mien who seémed especially designed by nature to wear 
liveries and’ handie the lines, are now transfurmed into’ less 
ornamental but eminently businesslike chauffeurs. |. 
Only the hensom cab holds its own among horse drawn 
vehicles for. human locomotion, as a tailormade gown ts dis- 


tinguished among ornate Paris frocks. This is because it is | 


practical, unostentatious, and utterly Cockney, designed. solely 
for crowded city streets. 

But Dobbin Keeps his hold in one direction, and that is under 
the saddle. No automobile or motorcycle can take the place 
of a brisk trot or canter on a lively cob or Kentucky thorough- 
bred over a.good, soft road. And the flying regiment of riders 
who deily thunder up and down the bridle path of Lincoln 
parkway is constantly augmented. 

Their favorite hour is towards late afternoon, but many of the 
smart women, like Mrs. Edward Adama, or the Misses Blair, 
Kohlsaat, Robbins, West, and Burke, are fond of morning gal- 
lops beside.the sparkling waters of the lake; while theré is 
hardly an hour of the day when at least one or two riders may 
not be seen enjoying a combination of air, scenery, and exercises 
hard to equal in a big city, and one that never loses ‘its charm.

When we freed ourselves from the English yoke we threw 
off nat only the political bonds but those subtler, stronger 
chains of custom and convention which control the Britisher in 
all his conduct of life. In England there is a certain mode of 
dress considered not only suitable but absolutely necessary to 
the horseback rider. The farmer, the country squire, the 
county magnate, the city equestrian, all conform more or less 
to this fashion. For women riders the habit is quite as formal 
and cenventional as the men’s outfit, and you either ride in this 
prescribed garb or you don’t ride at all. \ 

In this country, however, the latitude in the matter of riding 
togs is expressive of our utter freedom from tle foolish dictates 
of fashion or even the claims of what is suitable. This is 
especially evident in Chicago. In Boston, New York, Phila- 
deiphia, and Washington the insidious influence of our Anglo- 
Saxon cousins is creeping in, so that you see in those cities 
few departures from the strictést conventions laid down by the 
English for the proper attire for horseback riding. 

Not so in Chicago! Are you of nautical tastes you ride in a 
yachtsman’s outfit which, were your steed aware of it, would 
make him feel like .a sea horse, or “hippocampus brevirostris.” 

Some riders cherish the idea that they ere horse jockeys and 
dress accordingly. Perhaps they are, but their riding does not 
carry out the impression. Others seem to leap from the bosom 
of their families to the backs of their fiying steeds and appear 
in garb more suitable to mowing the lawn or wheeling the per- 
ambulator than park riding. 

The majority of those who depart from the regulation outfit, 
however, incline to the cowboy? style, this being apparently 
popular with both men and women. For this there is more 
rhyme and reason than for the others, as it has been evolved 
by people who live in the saddle for months at a time, whose 
business is riding. To be sure, their calling did not bring them 
in touch with city streets, and so the attire suitable for them 
does not seem entirely fitted te our tamer, more humdrum high- 
ways, 
Col. Roosevelt has made the garb of the rough rider (an evo- 
lution of the cowboy’s costume) popular. It is an eminently 
practical apparel, especially for country excursions, but does 
not embéllish a city bridle path as much as the conventionel 
“get up” does. 

There are, however, enough conventionally minded riders to 
give a metropolitan air to our roadways and to emphasize the 
contrast between the different modes. 

Besides the fair riders referred to above, among the best, most 
accomplished of those to be seen trotting or cantering on the 
drive are the Mesdames Stuyvesant Peabody, A. V. Scully, 
William. Wrigley, Hughes, and the Misses Plamondon, Harris, 
and Uthlein. 

Gen. Frederick Grant and his aid, in khaki uniforms and 
military caps, are to be seen daily riding up and down the 
bridle path of the Lake Shore drive. The genera] sits his horse 
with military erectness and is a splendid horseman. 

An informal riding club, composed of devotees of this form of 
exercise, includes among its members Messrs. Hill, Ortmann, 
Rutter, Fisher. MacVeagh, Hempstead Washburne, J. J. Herrick, 
and Stuyvesant Peabody. This club often starts early Sunday 
mornings for long expeditions and has done much to keep riding 
popular in these benighted days of whizzing automobiles ans 
snorting motorcycles.

A word as to the women who ride astride before we leave the 
equestrians to their own devices.

Contemplate, for in- 
stance, the Prudent Patriarchs of Pom-

The most cynical smile is shamed by the 
spirit of tender sympathy whicp lies hidden 
under the gilded gingerbread. 

Out in a flat little prairie town in Iowa 
the local jodge occupies a bare room over the 
grocery store. Its walls and windows are 
hung with crimsorg sateen and at one end are 
grouped three white painted pine altars. On 
the middle altar stands a silver plated urn, 
bearing the inscription “ The Daughter of the 
Lodge.” And this is the commonplace little 
story which lies behind it: 

In 1904 John Hart, his wife, and little 
daughter, Grace, moved to Fairburn. He 
was employed as a lineman by the electric 
light company. The family were utter 
strangers in the town, but Hart belonged to 
the fraternal order and he and his wife quick- 
ly made friends among the members of the 
local branch.

Daughter Is Left an Orphan. 


Presently Hart was killed by an electric 
shock. The death and funeral benefit of 
$1,000 was all that stood between his widow 
and penury. Mrs. Hart sued the electric 
company for damages. but the case was 
thrown out by the higher courts on the 
ground that the work of an electrician is a!- 
ways dangerous and Hart had assumed the 
risk in undertaking it. 

Then Mrs, Hart was attacked by pnevw- 
monia. The last of the money was exhausted 
in giving her a decent burial. There were no 
relatives to whom the little, girl could be 
sent or who would provide for her support. 
At the first meeting of the fraternity there- 
after, little Grace was formally made the 
daughter of the lodge. One of the officers 
agreed to take her into his home,and on 
the high altar was placed the urn marked 
with her name. At the regular fortnightly 
meetings it is understood that each member 
shall drop into the urn such a sum of money 
as he can spare towards her maintenance. 

So far all her expenses have been provided 
and, in addition, a, permanent fund now 
amounting to nearly $1,000 has been accumu- 
lated and invested for. her benefit. And the 
butcher, the railroad brakeman, the work- 
men in the corn canning factory, and the rest 
of the 150 of the local lodge go on 
about their daily work with no thought of 
asking eithey publicity or credit for what is, 
after all, but one out of a hundred instances 
of their a lala 


Another Example of ** Brotherhood," 

in the same Iowa town lives another young 
man who has the best of reasons for the 
earnestness and enthusiasm which he puts 
tato lodge work. Hive years ago, just after 
Re had been married, he Was attacked by 
tuberculosis. The doctors said that if he 
could quit work for six months or a year and 
devote himself to getting well under proper 
conditions he had a chance. If he stayed 
in the foundry he was doomed... He and his 
wife were entirely dependent on his earnings 
and the young man grimly made up his mind 
to stick to his work until the certain end 
came. His widow would have, at least, the 
$2,000 coming from the lodge. 

But the physician who advised him also 
happened to be a member of the same fra- 
ternal order. He promptly laid the case of 
hig patient before the lodge. Merely from a 
money standpoint they could better afford 
to help their member get well than to let 
him die, unaided, and pay the benefit to his 
widow. ‘Ihe order is one of those which 
maintains a sanitarium for its members in 
the west and the local lodge had bullt and 
furnished one of the eighty cottages which 
stand on the sanitarium grounds. 

The young man was persuaded to go to the 
sanitarium, his wife meanwhile being sup- 
ported by the sick benefit from the order. 
In eight monthe he came back perfectly 
well. He is now one of the most prosperous 
business men of the little town and in token 
of bis gratitude he has edded, at his own 
expense, another ~~ . to the eighty.

Almost Every Emergency Met. 


It may fairly be said that most of the great 
fraternal orders look after each mem ber 
with brotherly care and affection in every 
emergency of life. If,he ts ill they pay a sick 
benefit for his support; if he needs and can- 
not afford skilled nursing and expert sur- 
gical treatment, they willsend a trained nurse 
to his house ‘and will see that he is attended 
by a good physician; if necessity arises they 
will send the. unfortunate-brother to one of 
the hospitals; where beds are supported by 
the order or by some of its members; if he is 
penniless and out of work they will relieve his 
immediate necessities, and, {f possible, find 
him a job through an employment agency 
maintained by the fraternity. 

If he ig attacked by consumption or other 
wasting disease, which may yield to rest, 
fresh air, and proper treatment, they will— | 
in many cases—see that he is given a cottage 
at a great sanitarium built and supported by 
mutual contributions, where under the best 
possible conditions of climate, dict, and care 
he may be brought back again to health, 

And finally—now in the case of only a 
comparatively few fraternities—after old 
age, disease, and misfortune have done their 
worst with him, they will provide for the 
broken brother, his widow or orphans, a com- 
fortable horhe, where the remnants of his 
pride may not be stung by the feeling that he 
is the recipient of public or private charity. 
In all these cases the fraternal order sunple- 
ments the work of the family. It takes care

Perhaps the largest of the Masonic homes is 
that at Utica, N. Y., where 200 men, 100 wom- 
en, and twice as many boys and girlie are ten- 
derly cared for. The Illinois Home for Or- 
phan Children in Chicago finds a permanent 
place for as m as possible of its charges 
in the private homes of its members. 

In most of the states wnich do not at present 
support Masonic homes funds are being gath- 
ered for their erection, and it will not be many 
years before every state in the union will 
have at least one such institution. Some are 
supported by a per capita tax on all members, 
some by voluntary contributions, while most 
of them have gathered handsome endowment 
funds. Many of the Masonic homes are 
housed in handsome buildings. ‘In the aggre- 
gate they represent an investment of millions. 


* 
Many Others Being Built. 

The Knights of Pythias have similar homes 
in Ohio, Texas, ahd Illinois, and buildings 
are planned or under construction in several 
other states. Among the great labor fra- 
ternities the Typographical union and the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen have es- 
pecially large and handsome homes for old 
and tnvalided members, 

The great fraternal movement for raising 
the standard of public health and for es- 
tablishing a sanaitoria where members suf- 
fering from wasting diseases may be cured is 


‘g@ later and even more important develop- 


ment. The pioneer in this work was the 
Roygal league, the headquarters of which are 
in Chicago. About five years ago a number 
of the leading men in the order organized 
themselves into the Fellowship association 
and, raising a considerable sum by voluntary 
contributions, built a sanatorium for econ- 
sumptives at Black Mountain, North Caro- 
Hna. 

In addition to the main bullding the camp 
now contains about a dozen smal! cottages, 
which have been built by subordinate coun- 
cils of the order. Here, under the best con- 
dition for recovery, invalid members are 
maintained at a coset of $7 a week and, when 
funds are lacking, even this small charge is 
remitted, Under the direction of the Fellow- 
ship association also, a special fund is raised 
by a per capita assessment which is devoted 
to securing medical and nursing attendance 
and hospital service to members who may be 
in need. 

Following the lead of the Royal league, the 
Modern Woodmen of America, the largest of 
the fraternal beneficiary orders, with a mem- 
bership of more than 1,000,000, has estab- 
lished a large sanatorium at Colorado 
Springs, where, in addition to a commodious 
and handsome administration building, more 
than 800 separate cottages have been erected 
in a high and healthful mountain valley. 
These cottages, which cost only $250 each, 
are built and furnished by the local camps of 
the order, while the administrative expenses 
are borne by the national organization. The 
Knights of Pythias support a similar insti. 
tution at Les Vegas, N. M., and the Wood 
men’s circle {s about to open @ sanatorium 
at Liberty, N. Y. ae 


Campaign One of Education.’ 

The Independent Order of Foresters, with 
headquarters in Canada and a membership 
of a quarter of a million, has plans per- 
fected for a great camp in the Adirondacks. 
Other large fraternal orders which have 
projecte under way are the Brotherhood of 
American Yeomen. the Eagles, the Improved 
Order of Red Men, the’Royal Arcanum, and 
the Knights of Columbus. 

Among the great labor unions, the Typo- 
gtaphical union has already opened a sana- 
torfum in connection with its home at Colo- 
rado Springs and the International Photo- 


> 
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engravers union, the International Printing 

nm, and the boot and shoe workers 
are collecting funds and making plans which 
look to the same end. 

But more important still ig the educational 
campaign which practically all the fraternal 
orders are waging against disease. During 
the last two years it has assumed the propor- 
tions of a great national crusade. No phi- 
lanthropic work ever planned has greater 
possibilities of good results. It starts with 
the tremendous advantage of a harmonious 
and compact organization which includes 
pearly a quarter of all the adults in the 
United States. If the labor unions are in- 
eluded—ané most of them are taking an ac- 
tive part in the work~the proportion is 
even larger. 

The campaign w carried on through the 
fraternal press, with a circulation which 
reaches regularly six or eight million people; 
through special literature prepared by lead- 
ing experts and distributed by the local 
lodges to all their members, and by lectures 
and addressees at the regular meetings of 
these lodges. 

The general directors of the campaign are 
such men as Dr. A. L. Craig, who is at the 
head of the work in the Associated Frater- 
nities of America, and Dr. W. K. Harrison, 
who occupies a similar position in the Na- 
tional Fraternal congress.

over again, the people are told how to fight 
and to prevent the ravages of the great white

Unique “Quartet” in Wisconsin. 


OW would you like to put in thirty- 
two years of your life singing other

Inventor Predicts New Power. 

The astounding part of Mr. Edison's utter- 
ances, however, come in his predictions of a 
new kind of power. In/an interview he pre- 
dicts that the hext great invention will be in 
the’domain of motion inthe ether—he dreams 
of a discovery of some new method of 
agitating the molecules: besides the thing we 
eall electricity, as he puts it, but in the 
meantime the developments of electricity will 
be going ahead by leaps and bounds and will 
be changing the whole system of present day

What the new motive power will be the in- 
‘ventor carinot say, but it will be something 
that will be discovered by accident, come- 
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ure. Congidering the human body in the light 
of @ dynamo, again, if people eat just enough 
to supply it properly and keep it gofmg right, 
they would eat ‘about one-third what they do 
now. is : 

“ TL eat just enough to keep my weight con- 
stant. If I find I am falling off in weight I 
increase my eating; if I am taking on flesh 
I reduce my amount of food. I don’t believe 
there is any such thing as brain food. I eat 
everything. I don't restrict my diet, except 
in point of quantity. I eat little--four or five 
ounces a meal—and.I eat any‘ time I feel 
hungry.

Improvement in Telephone. 


“The greatest invention in the electrical 
field, in my judgmem, was the dynamo; then 
the telephone, and .then the iticandescent 
light as a unit..

* There will be a vast improvement In the 
telephone, especially as to volume of sound 
and clearness of articulation. Today you 
cannot send a message over the telephone 
which carrie@a lot of—say Hungarian names. 
The articulation ought to be better than on 
the phonograph, and I think that the tele- 
phone will eventually displace telegraphy on 
railroads. 

“My invention which ts most likely to 
receive the homage of posterity is the phono- 
gTraph, because of its sentimenta} side. We 
have now reached a point in the development 
of the phonograph and the moving picture 
where we can make the picture sing and 
speak naturally, and the public will get this 
invention in the near future.

same.” 

Recently Edison took a trip through the 
western country, where he was deeply in- 
terested in the ftrrigation systems which he 
gaw, but he is apparently much disgusted 
with what seems to him a waste of effort in 
shat line. 

“P don't understand why they go to the 
trouble and expense of digging those long, 
costly ditches, when they could make their 
water power manufacture electricity right up 
in the hills, and then take it down to the 
land to be irrigated on slender wires,” he 
sald. ‘‘ The system of digging ditches ie the 
brute way.” 

In all his statements the inventor refers 
constantly to the possibilities of a new force 
being discovered. This discovery he regards 
as something extremely probable, 

“There must be something,’’ he half go- 
liloquized. “ *net unseen force will be agi- 
tated by something into light, or heat, or that 
wil} otherwise touch one of our senses—but 
what it is we cannot-yet find out.”’

this is followed by a 12 foot. couble disk 
seed drill, which, in turn, is followec by two 
twelve foot harrows, ons behind the other. 
Thus, one trip over the ground w:th this kind 
of an outfit breaks the sod, pulverizes it, 
geeds it, harrows it twice, leaving the sur- 
face im ideal condition for the retertion of 
moisture. At the end of a week the first seed- 
ing had sprouted and was coming ou: of the 
ground.

Fencing Ranch Next Task. 

“ As soon as the 1,100 acres of'land shall 
heave been plowed and seeded the next work 
will be to fence it, then a well will be drilled 
and this ranch will be a fully developed 
wheat farm within sixty days from the 
beginning of operations. Two bundred acres 
are being seeded to oats, the remainder to 
flax. 

“The labor employed on this farm con- 
gists of two men with the plowing and seed- 
ing outfit, one man to hau! coal] and water for 
the engine and household use; a fourth man 
has been hauling seed grain from town. 

“The only man without a steady job on 
this ranch is Mr. Peh! himself, who manages 
to keep busy seeing that everything else 
moves along like clockwork without any 
hitch anywhere. He uses an automobile for 
making trips to town, running errands, and 
doing the various things that are necessary 
to be done on a ranch of this kind to make 
everything move right. He also has another 
automobile which he will use after this 
year as a smal] truck and motor with which 
to harrow and do the heavy drudgery about 
the place. He plans to haul a twenty-four 
foot harrow with this slow geared auto. It 
is his declaration now that after this year 
not « single horse will be kept on his farm. 
The plowing and harvesting will be done by 
the heavy ezgine, the lighter harrowing will 
be done by the low geared automobile, and 
the running around on errands and for sup- 
plies, etc., will be d-r- with an ordinary 


automobile.”

Hill an Expert 


in His Work.

MAN who holds a civic position fif- 

teen or eighteen years and at the 

end of that time cares more for the 

quality of his work than for the size 

of his salary, and of whom his felk- 
low. men say, “ There is an honest man,” 
certainly in these days possesses the ele- 
ments of heroism. 

Away back in 1857 when Chicago was first 
grappling with the probiems of water sup- 
ply and drainage there was born in Milwau- 
kee a boy on whose shoulders was destined 
to fall the mantle of E. 8S. Chesbrough, Chi- 
cago's first city engineer, who at that time 
was planning a system of drainage for the 
_gmall but growing city—a system which the 
boy born on Oct. 22, 1857, and christened 
Cicero Demerritt Hill, was to take up when 
the city was a metropolis, and build and ex- 
pand according to the design of the origi- 
nator, | 

He must have been a quiet, studious boy 
to develop into the quiet, unpretentious man 
he is today. Sitting at his desk in the city 
hall you might at first glance think him a

Relief Sewers His Pride. 


Mr. Hill considers that his best work for 
‘the city Is the designing of a system of re- 
lief sewers for those portions where the 
old sewer systems have become inadequate.

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OULD you find enough valuables in Chi- 
Cago’s streets to make a living? 

There are two old men in the city 
who do. From midnight until aimost 
day they trail in the wake of the gay 

theater crowds, and their nightly findings 
keep them in meais and bed. SMrequently 
they make what they call a “ big grab"’; 
then they take a rest for a night or two and 
“NMve high’ as high living goes in Souta 
Clark street. 

Known to a few as William Donaid and 
* Old Charley,” these two oid bits of drift- 
wood have formed a partnership. in ali 
kinds of weather they start tramping tne 
streets a little after midnight. Generally 
they make their start from La Sadie and Kan- 
dolph streets, waiking east on HKandoiph to 
State street. They turn south on State, one 
on each side of the street. and walk south to 
Jackson boulevard. Then they trail east on 
Jackson to Michigan avenue, turn and doubie 
back to Clark street, then north on Clark to 
Handolph street, and over the route again. 

Trailing at a quick calt it takes them about 
an hour to cover the district thoroughly, 
and in a night's work they usually walk this 
route three times at least.

Put Your Pigs Into Training. 


By PHILIP R. KELLAR. 


look at @ pig that has grown into a 
hog ou never would imagine that he 
wanted any exercise. He has a de- 
ceitful appearance, for he not only 
wants exercise but craves it, and train- 

ing stunts enable him to put on weight that 
ie worth about §8 per head in these days of 
the “eleven dollar hog.” At least that is 
what W. Dietrich of the Illinois experiment 
station of the United States department of 
agriculture gurmises. 

Mr. Dietrich hag just given out the results 
of his conclusions on the habits, disposition, 
etc., of the pig, after a series of tests and 
investigations covering a period of several 
years. The net result is that, by putting 
the pig on a training schedule, he can be 
induced to increase his live weight by 40 
per cent, . . 

Of course, the feeding has something to do 
with it, but the important points brought 
out by Mr. Dietrich are—first, exercise; then 
the control of the .water diet, and then an 
addition to the mineral] matter and fat in 


on the list. Here ls what Mr. Dietrich says 
on the subject of pig exercise: 

“A fact that has recently been determined 
indicates that the influence of exercise upon 
the functional activities of a pig is an im- 
portant factor. Hence the lack of exer 
cise is a handicap to the fall pig, because 
during the winter not so much exercise is 
usually taken as in the summer. For maxi- 
mum and most economical production it 
seeme absolutely necessary for the young 
and growing pig to have an abundance of 
exercise.” 

The pig isn’t an advocate of the. water 
cure, and, as a matter of experiment, if 
given dry food in the winter he will not 
drink enough water. The trouble with pigs 
and their drinking ix the same ‘that human 
beings have; they drink too little in the win- 
ter and too much in the summer. 

Also the pigs that prove thé most profit- 
able to their owners are those which are fed 
on corn, barley. soy béans, skim milk, and 
alfalfa three times a day except when they 
are in the green fields and pastures, when 
you can omit the noon meal.

How to Renovate Pongee Silk. 


Pongee silk can be washed in water, and 
comes out looking as well as if dry cleaned, 
but few people seem to know that it cannot be 
washed in the ordinary way at ali, if good 
results are expected, for it is just the little 
things one must know about in wasbing it 
that make all the difference. 

The first little point to remember is not to 
wash it In bot water or rub sdap on It, espe- 
cially strong soap. Instead, dip it into a 
lukewarm suas of g0me pure white soap 
and carefully wash it out until it is clean, 
rinsing in several waters without biuing. 
Never rub it on a washboard but gently 
wash it out with the hands. 

The next little point is in connection with 
the ironing, and the secret of quickly and 
successfully ironing pongee is simply to 
allow it to be hung ip the sun and air until 
it is bone dry before beginning. and then 
iron it carefully on the wrong side. That is 
all. It sounds simple, and perhaps for this 
reason these points are overlooked by most 
people who do just the opposite way. and 
their work ends in disaster.

This may possibly seem a digression from 
the making of petticoats, but it is an inten- 
tional one, for if sewers could only be made 
to understand the value of making haste 
slowly and doing what they do in a work- 
manlike manner, they would quickly awake 
to the fact that everything they did counted, 
and their work, instead of being slowly done, 
was quickly and perfectly done as well. 

Light pink, blue, and tan will be pretty 
colors to choose for one’s morning petticoats, 
and the material can be the 15 cent ginghams 
or percales in the plain colors, It will be the 
part of wisdom to shrink and set the colors 
before cutting the petticoat out, and the 
pressing must be done with the material suf- 
ficiently damp to press out smoothly. 

Allow half inch seams everywhere and 
trace the finishing lines clearly. In basting 
the seams together on the right half of the 
petticoat begin at the top and baste towards 
the bottom, keeping the gored edges of the 
gores next to you. On the left half pin the 
gores together front the top down to the bot- 
tom, béing sure in every instance to have the 
goree exactly even at the top. 

The reason for this is that the walst and 
hip parts are cut to fit perfectly, and if by 
chance there is any unevenness in the lengths 
of the gores it must be allowed to come at 
the bottom. While the reason for holding 
the gored edge next to one {fs that the piece 
held underneath is always unconsciously 
held a little tighter, and so the gored side 
should always be on top so as to avoid 
stretching. . 

* 


The seams should be basted together on 
the right side and finished in French seams. 
This is done by putting the first stitching, 
which will of course come on the right side, a 
generous eighth of an inch outside of the 
geam basting, then the raw edge is trimmed 
off reasonably close to the stitching, the skirt 
turned to the wrong side (first taking out 
the bastings), the seams creased open, then 
folded together flat, and the second and last 
stitching is done exactly on the traced lines. 
This makes a neat and flat finish for many 
wash clothes. 

In cutting the petticoat out make the gores 
about six Inches shorter than the finished 
length is tobe. After the seams are finished 
turn the petticoat right side out, fold to- 
gether down the middle of the front and 
back, pin together at the top and bottom, 
keeping the waist line together, also all 
seam lines, Lay it out on a table and meas- 
ure the three lengths, minus the six inches, 
and after marking them on the petticoat trace 
a line around the bottom, connecting these 
marks. 

Measure the width of the bottom of the 
skirt. and cut or tear off enought straight 
widths of the percale to make a ruffle once 
and a half the width of the skirt and seven 
inches long. Cut off all selvage edges and 
put together the same as the skirt seams are. 
A half inch will be allowed at the top for the 
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Fnish the top with a narrow bias facing

Another pretty ruffie for these colored petti- 
coats can be made from the plain round or 
square mesh, cotton net, and etitching two or 
three facings of the percale, graduated in 
width, on the net ruffle, 

Still another attractive finish can be given 
by embroidering the edge of the ruffle in 
rather deep scallops, using floss coarse 
enough to show up effectively, and padding 
the scallops well first. The chain stitch done 
in darning cotton is a quick and easy way 
to do the padding. Good sized dote can be 
embroidered above the scallops if desired. 

White petticoats can have the tops madeof 
long cloth or cambric, but the ruffles should 
be made of something more sheer to be really 
pretty. Victoria lawn, India lmen, batiste, 
or something similar wil] be all right, and 
the ruffle can be simple or elaborate in de- 
sign as one has time and inclination for. It 
is recommended, however, that the designs 
be more simple than elaborate, and the ener- 
gies directed to making the work as beauti- 
fully done as possible.

The hostess should be proficient in the arf 


of salad making, for there is no question that } 


it adds to the service.and to the pleasure of 
the guests to have the dressing mixed fresh- 
ly at the table and mixed up with the salad 
plants in a large bow! and served from it with 
wooden spoon or fork.

Preparation Needed for Dew Bath.

How to Take a Sun Bath.

Face Steamed with Hot Towels. 


Steam the face and neck by wringing crash towels 
out of hot water.

Every night upon retiring the finger tips should be 
soaked with vaseline or warm olive oil.

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WN the placid, gentle words of Gen. Sher- 
man the whole world has been told that 
“war is h——,” and mimic. war is a 
bleodiess reproduction of the same; and 
yet if the 56,000 troops of the regular 
army who are going to fight sham bat- 
thes on Chicago's lake front on July 
4 were to engage in actual, kill and be 
killed warfare the results would be less horrible, less 
like Sherman's characterisation of war, than is the 
result of every insane Fourth in the country. 


The United States millitary tournament, to be held 
on the lake front from June 28 to July 14, will show 
5,00@ regulars. playing at war. There will be four 
regiments of infantry, three batteries of field artillery, 
and the various detachments from the engineer, signal 
and hospital corps, necessary to such a force. They 
will give Chicago citizens a chance to see what the 
regular looks like when he is fighting—sham battles. 
There will be artillery duels, infantry skirmishes and 
advances, and cavalry charges—nearly like war. And 
if these same forces were fighting a real battle they 
would not kill and wound nearly as many of one 
another as will be killed and mutilated by patriotic 
fireworks on the Fourth. 


x * 
Real War Safe in Comparison. 


More free United States citizens will be in the hos- 
pital or ready for the morgue the morning after the 
Fourth than if a battle had been fought on the lake 
front—unless the Fourth of 1910 varies greatly from 
other Fourths, which it probably will not. Given the 
best rifles made, fine cannon, and other modérn war 
appliances, and 5,000 trained fighting men, divided 
into two armies and opposing one another, weuld do 
less damage in a scientific battle than the American 
public manages to do each Fourth with the treacherous 
firecracker, the harmless cap pistol, and the gun that 
wasn’t loaded. 


If you don't believe it cast your eye over the figures 
that cannot lie and that have been printed and re- 
printed often enough in THE Trisuwe to let every- 
body know what the Fourth really means. First of 
all, gaze upon the gentle, little results of 1909, as 
reprinted here. Nineteen aught nine was the banner 
year for Fourth slaughtering, in spite of strenuous 
efforts to make the day safe. Two hundred and fifteen 
free American citizens of all ages were slain and 
5,807 were wounded, many times the number of casual- 
ties at San Juan Hill, one of the deadliest small bat- 
tles of history. The cold honest figures from the 
largest cities show:

Modern Batile Outclassed. 


The records of American armies in battle in recent 
years have nothing half so gory to show as the rec- 
ords of American citisens celebrating the Fourth. 
The year 1898-1899 saw more United States troops of 
all kinds under arms and engaging in warfare than 
had been the case since 1865. There were from May 
1, 1898, to Jone 80, 1899, approximately 350,000 men 
sworn in the service in all branches. This was the 
year of the Spanish-American war, the period in which 
the battles of El Caney, Las Guasimas, San Juan Hill, 
and Santiago were fought. Yet the losses to this great 
body, part of which, at least, was actually im the field 


of war, were for the period cited just 244 killed and 


6.395 wounded. And of the wounded few tiost their 
sight, and none of them were helpless little boys. 
The battle of San Juan Hill was what military ex- 
perts ¢all one of the “unpractical” battles of the 
war, that is, a battle which was fought tn opposition 
to the rules laid down for the conduct of modern, 
scientific war. To charge unbroken infantry armed 
with the best modern rifies and in an elevated position 
of their own choosing and fortification was, experts 
declared, little short of suicide. Previous to the day 
of the battle it was agreed that the thing could not 
be done, save by an enormously superior number of 
troops which would in the course of the charge up 
hill lose such a large percentage of men as to make 
the battle a mistake, even if the position were carried. 


* * 
San Juan a Comparative Riot. 

As it fell out there were 6,000 Spainards in the 
trenches at San Juan, and 6,600 Americans to charge 
them. The position was carried, and the total loss 
to the United States forces was 1,071 kille@ and 
wounded. The cavairy division which did much of 
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the work numbered 2,300 men, and 375 were the cas- 
valties summed up for it at the end of the day. 

Now these losses are all out of proportion to the 
number of men engaged in the conflict. Had the 
Russian-Japanese battles resulted in this proportion 
of casualties the world truly would have been stag- 
gered by the cost of war. At the same time, compared 
to the casualties of the Fourth of that year the battle 
of San Juan Hill was a mere riot. It cost more pro- 
portionately to satisfy Americans that Independence 
Day was properly celebrated than it did to free Cuba. 

To attempt to cut down the annual mortuary sta- 
tistics of the Fourth, in Chicago at least, is one of 
the purposes of the military tournament to be held in 
Grant park, Chicago, on the Fourth of July. The idea 
is to give an “army show” that will take the Chi- 
cago boy’s mind off his own fireworks and send him: 
downtown to took at the soldiers, the horses, and the 
real guns and real shooting. It is reasoned that the 
small boy, and the small boy of Chicago especially, 
has got a certain amount of the “shooting spirit” 
in his system, and in one way or another he has got 
to get it out. Being restricted during the rest of the 
year in his innate desire to shoot up the town he 
lets himself out on the Fourth of July. He doesn't 
intend or desire to kill or maim anybody.

With this characteristic utterance 24 
year old Louis Paulhan a few days ago 
crawled off the steering seat of his aéro- 
plane at Manchester, England, calmly ac- 
cepted the enthusiastic congratulations of 

the hundreds who hailed his $50,000 feat of fying from 
London to Manchester as the test that made him abso- 
lutely world’s champion of the heavier-than-air fiyers, 
and casually set a new mark for aeronautic efforts. 

“from Paris to London, that is the real flight,” said 
Patlhan. “That is the great event in present day fiy- 
ing. The man who first accomplishes this span with 
but a single stop will five in history as the greatest 
fiyer of his time Bleriot will live as the first man to 
cross the English channe! in an airship, Orville and 
Wilbur Wright will live as the first men to make the 
aeroplane popular, and the man who files from Paris, 
capital of France, to London, capital of the British em- 
pire, will live as the man who first truly conquered the 
air, the man who actually added the air to the realms 
available to man.” 

Then the man who less than a year ago was a ma- 
chinist at $1.75 a day, who at Los Angeles first proved 
that man could fly a mile away from the earth on which 
he was born, who had just won $50,000 for his London- 
Manchester flight, and who stands today before the 
world as the real king of the air and earning nearly 
$300,000 a year, casually remarked: 

“I propose to be that man.”

More than this, he announced that he didn’t propose 
to lose any time about it. Some time in the latter part 
of May he proposes to make this unheard of flight. The 
distance is 259 miles, and Paulhan expects to accom- 
plish it, English channel and all, in eight hours, inchud- 
ing one stop for fuel. 

“There will be no prize money incentive to drive me 
to this,” he declares. “It will be fame. The flight at 
Los Angeles was not enough. The flight from London 
to Manchester neither. But from Paris to London, that 
will be fame that will last, and that is what I seek.” 

And the world, standing amazed at Paulhan’s recent 
ying. asked in amazement: “What kind of a mea is 
this who seeks to rival the birds?” : 

For that is literally what Paulhan is seeking to do. 
He seeks to prove, not so much the practicability of 
the aeroplane as a machine as the ability of man to 
combat, overcome, and conquer the hitherto incompre- 
hensible and unknown terrors of the air. He wishes 
to demonstrate that man—at least man as exemplified 
by himself—can fathom the mystery of air currents as 
he has fathomed the mystery of the sea, that he can 
learn to fly as he learned to swim; in short, that 
gan.is capable of beating the birds at their own game. 

Such is the ambition of M. Louis Paulhan, champion 
flyer; and while he expresses the difficulties of the task 
when he says: “Fifty per cent machine, 60 per cent 
man. Those are the proportions of the aeroplane at the 
present stage of its development,” he calmly announces 
that he proposes nearly to double his longest flight, and 
therefore the longest so far made by man.

Paulhan “* World's Greatest Flyer.” 


From London to Manchester is 186 miles. Lord 
Northcliffe, publisher of the London Times, offered a 
prize of $50,000 for the winner of an aeroplane race 
between the two cities. Paulhan’s victory now is his- 
tory. The only other entrant, Graham White, an Eng- 
lishman, decided, upon the date for starting, that the 
wind was too strong and went to bed. Paulhan, in his 
Farman machine, made a sudden start. came down at 
Litchfield, sixty-nine miles out of London, for the even- 
ing, and after a brief pause continued and went on the 
remaining 117 miles in two hours and fifty minutes. 
His time for this last lap was over forty miles an 
hour, and the whole performance set a new world’s 
record in aeroplane flying. 

“This feat,” said Wilbu: Wright, “ makes Paulhan the 
greatest fiyer in the world.” 

And Paulhan’s story of the flight indicates that it was 
such a battle of man against the elements of the air as 
never had been fought and won before. Said he: “I 
had to fight the wind all the way from London. There 
was not a moment’s letup. I passed through a pelting 
rainstorm that lasted for twenty minutes, and the wind 
was always in my face.” 

One particular incident of the journey illustrates 
how at present it is the man and not the machine who 
wins in successful flying. The motor had stopped 
through a shortage of petrol, and the machine was 
poised helplessly above a factory with a mass of tele- 
graph wires at one side. | 

“TI had the imperceptible fraction of a second in which 
to chose between two evils.” said Paulhan.

Apprenticeship Served as Machinist. 

In this way Paulhan became - interested 

in the art of flying. He worked with Capt. 

Ferber on military models, and when his 

term of.service was over he sought and ob- 

tained a position in the Bleriot aeroplane 
workshops as a machinist. This was in 1907. 

In the capacity of a Bleriot mechanician he 

made up. part of the crew of the big dirigi- 

ble, “ Ville-de-Paris,” and on it made his 

first fight, from Sartrouville to Paris, .» 

short distance. but noteworthy at that time. 

* In June, 1909, Capt. Ferber offered a Voisin 

Biplane glider, which he had discarded, as 

the prise for the best flying model in a con- 

test to be held on the Juvisy parade grounds 

near Paris. This is where Paulhan got his 

start. Although his wages as a machinist were not 
more than $1.75 a day, he managed to build and enter 
a tandem monoplane with five or six feet span, in which 
he flew 600 meters, the best flight of the contest, and 
won the prize. 

Paulhan now had a full sized biplane, but he needed 
@ motor and propeller to make it a full fledged fiying 
machine, and such a motor and propeller as were re- 
quired would cost several thousand francs. fPaulhan 
had no money, but he had friends who already had be- 
come confident that if any one was going to show the 
way into the air it would be this same Louis Paulhan. 
A syndicate was formed, and the first Gnome motor, 
the famous seven cylinder revolving gasoline engine, 
which, although it weighs only 100 pounds, generates 
fifty horse power, was purchased along with a Chau- 
vieres propeller. The biplane was equipped with this 
power plant, christened the Octavie III., and Paulhan 
was ready for his first real fights. 

On July 3, 1909, or only a few days after his moto 
had been installed, he attracted the world’s attez a 
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flying five miles arouna Paris. Since then his career 

has been a succession’ of unprecedented triumphs. On 

the 18th of July he flew 450 feet high, the first flight 

to break the then record of Wilbur Wright, ninety feet. 
* 


* 
Career Succession of Triumphs. 

But it remained for the great air regatta at Rheims to 
place Paulhan in the forefront of flyers. His flying here 
was considered by many the most sensational of the 
meet, including one flight of two hours and forty-five 
minutes, and a performance in windy weather which 
surprised all by the ease with which a biplane could be 
handled in storms. Within two months after leaving his 
place as machinist Paulhan had earned $50,000 in prizes. 

Later in the year Paulhan sold his Voisin and with 
@ Farman biplane went to England, where he flew 
ninety-six miles in two hours and forty-nine minutes. 
In November Paulhan returned to Paris and engaged 
in a duel with Hubert Latham for the height record, 
and on Nov. 20 he flew 2,000 feet from the ground, an- 
other world’s record. 

But it remiained for the Los Angeles regatta of Jan- 
uary, 12810, to witness the record that startled the 
world. Paulhan hed boasted that he would break all 
height records, and he did. Ona clear day, and in the 
presence of 100,000 people, he reached an altitude of 
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complete distance above sea level more. than 8,000 


feet, reaching atmosphere of much greater.tenuity and

half above the sea, up among air currents in which 
it had been predicted that an aeroplane would 
unmanagéable, but when being asked upon his 
scent what his sensations had been he replied: 3 


“Sensations? None whatever except a cértain Manchester 
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knowledge of success. One can have no other 
sensation when flying. If he did, if for a mo- 
ment he gave way to fear or lost confidence, he 
would be helpless. Only a positive certainty of 
making a desirable flight and effecting a safe 
landing can insure a man the steadiness and 
efficiency necessary: to the handling of an aero- 
piane’s steering. The machine must be under 
the hand of the man all the time. One slip, one 


moment's slackening of control, and there is 
disaster.” 


* 
Career Free from Serious Accident. 
What helps Paulhan in achieving this condi- 
tion of perfect confidence and implicit belief in 
his coming back to earth in safety is the fact 
that so far he has not suffered a single serious 
accident. In al) his flights he has not once had 
a bad fall. Other aeronauts have fallen and been 
injured, and each fall has to a certain degree 
lessened their confidence in the eventual safe 
ending of their flight. Paulhan has suffered 
none of this. The aeroviane to him, far from 
being a thing of danger, is one of perfect safety. 
He has so far been as safe on the steering seat 
of his machine as he would have been in an easy 
chair in his home, and 
he feels that. he will 
continue to be so until 
he ceases to fly. This 
is what .helps make it ° 
‘easy for him to.attempt 
fights that look the 
“@eme of daredevil reck- 
lessness. Paulhan doesn’t 
feel that he is reckless; 
it is mere traveling ‘to 
him.

Of course you all have in the woods 

in summer time, but maybe sonte of 

you have failed to realize until now 

that the extraordinary little insect 

you were watching was a veritable Brownie. 

Yet you could not fiave helped but know 

if you had thought a moment, for any bug 

so mischievous and comical must be a 
Brownlie. 

These droll lttle tree bugs which hop so 
agilely from twig to twig are the queerest 
of all the tiny folk in our outdoor fairyland. 
With their. prolonged horns, spines, and 
crests, they would make an odd procession, 
if lined up, whether they were coming or 
going, were moving skiéways or were stand- 
ing still. In novelty and grotesqueness of 
shape they stand foremost in the ineect king- 
dom.’ And each one wears upon bis head 
a little hood, which he moves this way and 
that, producing strange effects, that now 
suggest a crown, and now a dunce cap— 
again, a sprite in spectacles, a nightcapped 
woman, a pyramid of Egypt, or an acorn 
cup. 

Truly the tree hoppers arg mischievous 
Brownies and belong to the fairyland of 
bugdom, Aimost as odd, and more uncanny, 
are the walking twigs. Every child knows 
that in outdoor fairyland. twigs actually 
welk. Who has not brought proudly home 
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Kallima, the Dead Leaf Bertvercfly with Wings Opex2, 
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a “walking stick,” that creature of long 
and slender body, en@ jointed legs—that de- 
ceitful, ‘wingless insect that seems like a 
part of the tree it is found on? 

But twigs are not the only uncanny in- 
sects in our fairyland. In the tropics of the 
old world there are “ walking leaves,"’ which 
look so much: like leaves that it te hard to 
recognize them. . Even people who know 
them well -sometimes have to touch them to 
be sure that they do not gfow upon the 
trees. The flattened head, broad green wing 
covers, leaf veined and occasionally spotted, 
‘lying flat on the back, make the imitation 
perfect. The natives of the tropics where 
these insects abound think them actually 
transformed leaves.

This is because the ‘go ahead ’ signal of the 
London * bobby * is every bit as authoritative 
as his order to halt. 

“Every on€ has a pretty fair idea how 
everything comes to a standstill when the 
London constable raises his hand. His power 
in halting the hurrying cabbie or the speed- 
ing automobile is traditional. Not so his 
authority {in making everything ‘ step lively ’ 
when the road is clear. It isa fact, however, 
that when the London policeman starts 
things on the move a rate of hustle takes 
place which would eurprise a Chicago on- 
looker. 


Faults of Chicago Traffic. 

* In the loop district a habit exists, even 
under the present improved conditions of con- 
trol, of shuffling and lingering when the cross- 
ing policeman blows the trill to move for- 
ward. Teamsters often start up languidly 
and craw! across the street, carrying on social 
conversations with neigh®oring drivers. This 
means a serious delay to the flow of traffic.

Following the reception Sir John Knill 
penned a letter of introducticn to the chief 
commissioner of police which meant the ex- 
tension of all courtesies to Capt, Healey by 


the city ‘police officials and by those o. the 


metropolis at large. 
Added Hints to Be Gleaned. 

“The taptain told me before we parted,”’ 
said Mr. Sheldon, “‘ that he considered he had 
learned enough in London alone to repay the 
efforts of the city of Chicago and of the 
association of commerce in sending m 
abroad. He said that if, after studying Lon- 
don alone, he turned right back to America 
he would be laden with enough practical in- 
formation to make’ a vast difference in the 
traffic methods of Chicago. As it is, he will 
pursue hds way to most of the leading cities 
of Europe, gathering further items of value 
for local application. 

"Capt beniey's praise for the London bobby 
was of the highest.

Horse Bears Heaviest Burden. 

He is ‘‘ poor horsy,” this important city 
work animal, in many cases. Chicago's 
strenuous commercial world, the most stren- 
uous to be found anywhere, bears heaviest 
on the horse. The Chicagoan has no mercy 
on himself, nor on his draft animals. He 
works himself at top speed; his horse ilke- 
wise. There are unquestionably thousands 
of horses in the city that are worked beyond 
all reason and poorly fed and cared for. 

At the same time there probably ie no city 
in the country where there are so many well 
cared for horses, so many fine work horses, 
or where so many owners and drivers take 
an interest in their horses and treat them 
with decency and kindness. The horse, be- 
cause of his highly developed nervous sys- 


‘tem, is pécullarly sensitive to suffering, and 


the drivers who appreciate the horse know 
this and conduct themselves accordingly. 

Chicago, as the central horse market for 
the middle west and east, offers Chicago 
owners the best chance to get fine animale. 
Careful and intelligent treatment keeps them 
in fine shape, and the numebr of fine horses 
that work every day In the downtown streets 
would surprise the horse lover if he would 
take the time to look. 


~s- 
City Horse Gets Best Care. 

An@é thie good treatment of good animals 
makes the Chicago horse last. In spite of 
the strenuous game that he must play the 
city horege here oftén puts in a term of serv- 
ice that exceeds that of the average farm 
animel who invariably is less scientifically 
cared for. 

For instance, there is “ Old South Water 
Street Billy.”” Now, South. Weter street, as 
most every one knows, is the focus of stren- 
uousness for Chicago horsefiesh. Yet there 
is “ Old Billy,”” who at the good, green old 
horse age of 30 years pulle his wakon every 
day through the mase of the street. Billy 
has been with hig present owner 17 years 
and his service on South Water street is a 
trifle longer. “He te a fine looking bay of 
medium size and in his present condition, 
well fed and well cared for, he would pass 
for 15 to any one who wouldn't trouble to 
look at bis mouth, 

Although the noise and confusion of the 
street whirls around him in a way to make 
even humans disturbed, Old Billy stands con- 
tentedly in the midet of it all, his kind, intelli- 
gent eyes regarding the frantic efforts of 
the new horses with the complacence with 
which the veteran invariably regards the 
“rooky.” When the catmere man tom Billy 
that he wanted to make his picture Billy 
pointed his ears forward, put on his most in- 
telligent expression, and posed like a statue 
tit the shutter snapped.

Andrew Lang, who: drives a double team of 
blacks for a transfer compeny. Mr. Lang 
began driving for his present employer forty- 
six years ago. He has been at it ever since. 
He has seen Chicago grow from an over- 
grown village after the civil war to the me- 
tropolis that it ia today, from the vantage 
point of a high seat on a two horse truck. 
He is 68 years old now, and he alts on his 
geat and handlee the lines with’ the strength 
and skill of a man half hisage. He has worn 
out several teams, and his present blacks 
have been under his guidance for eight years. 
Already this team and Lang have become 
chums, and the touch of new hands on the 
reins probably. would send the team ali to 
pieces. 

The extent to which horses come to love one 
another and the men’/they work with is ai- 
most incredible to the one who does not 
know horses. Here is a case that came up a 
short time ago. Two horeés ine stable had 
worked for years under the guidance of one 
man, an old-time teamater. Thehorses were 
both old, veterane in the service, 
but under the old man’s ‘cafe and 
handling they worked and loolbed splendidly. 
The three were friends, true friends. 

One day the old man did not come down 
to hie stable to take his team out., The 
horses waited for him, anxious to greet him 
with their morning's whingzy, but he didn't 
come. Another man came; the old timer 
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was sick at home, He never came again, 
bedausé, he died in a few days, and the pew * 
than continued to drive, ~ 

About a week later both horses went sick, 
They refused to eat, and within ten days the 
older one died. “The other lingered a few 
days later, then followed the teamater ard 
the mate. 

“ What sickness was tt?’ said the barn 
quperintendent. “No sickness at all that 
doctors know of, but just plain broken 
heart.”

**Roughneck” a Costly Driver. 

On the other hand, there is the brutal 
teamster, the “ roughneck,” who besn't in- 
telligence enough to think of his horses 
except as something to be clubbed when they 
stop. This type of teamster is the biggest 
mistake in the world, even from the dollars 
and cents standpoint of an employer. He 
can get less work out of his enimals, wear 
them down more, and display more general 
inefficiency than nearly any type of worker. 
That-there are employers who still tolerate 
him testifies to the fact that there are those 
who overlook the importance of the horse 
to their establishment; and to educate these 
carelese ones and to eliminate the brutal, 
unskilled driver is one of the purposes of 
the work horse parade. 

Chicago, because of its strenuosity: and 
the length of its team haula, particularly 
needs to pay attention to the horse problem. 
Every kind of business requires a different 
kind of service from its horses. Its loads 
are heavy or light, the required pace fast 
or slow, the distances long or short. Ané@ 
the horse that is ideal for one kind of traffic 
is entirely out of place in another. In award- 
ing prizes in the parade the man who has 
‘the right horse for the right place will get 
the medal. 

And, O! what a stir there will be among 

men and drivers on that dey. The ones 
will be pulling for its entry to get «, prise:
